WASHINGTON, May 30.—With st.l- 


femn and Impressive ceremonies, Mem- 
orial Day was observed In the 'Nation- 
al Capitol on a more elaborate sc;'lo 
than ever before.

Notwithstanding the absence from the 
city of the President, who is usually a 
conspicuous figure in the Memorial D ay 
exercises at Arlington, the arrange- 
ments were elaborate and beautiful.

Department of the Potomac, G. A. 11., 
and included a parade or G. A. R. Posts,

Which accompanied Carlin,- tool a hand 
in the affair and occupied "the Don's sit- 
to'ntlon, which gave Carlin'.'an 'oppor- 
tunity to free himself. Pickin ? up ai 
large rock which was'close by. IB hurl- 


ed it with all his might, luckily hitting 
the animal on the head and partially 
stunned him. 


The noise of the dogs attracted tho 
attention of Michael Rodgers, a neigh- 
bor who happened to be passing that 
way, and on arriving at • the scene he 
found Carlin completely exhausted and 
bleeding from numerous wounds. 
He 


immediately secured the ax and dls- 
pajched the lion and then. turned'his 
attention-to .Carlin. . • , 


He found him to be almost naked 


and weak from the loss of blo'od. The 
heavy- clothing had protected h-ls .body 
to some extent so that the wounds were 
not what they might have been, land 
fortunately the claws.did not reach his 
vitals. He however was In a. state of 
complete collapse from his terrible ex- 
perience. 
After getting him back .to 


camp he was able to dress his wound*,. 


j and after a rest saddled the. horses and 
together they .returned to the scene of 
the encounter and sized up their cap- 
ture; 


The lion was the largest of its kind 


ever killed In that region and meas- 
ured 9 feet and weighed nearly 300 
pounds. The tall was over 3 feet long. 
After a few days' rest Carlin was not 
much the worst for his experience. He 
stated to a TRIBUNE reporter, how- 
ever, that he has no desire to again at- 
tack a California lion if he is chained 
armed only with an ax, and that only 
for the timely arrival of his friend the 
encounter would certainly have had a 
tragic ending. .Mr. Moy resides; in.

"In McNamara vs. Oakland Building & 


Loan Association, 131 Cal. 337, 343, ap- 
pellant contends that if payment of the 
note could be enforced, he had the cor- 
relative right to offset his 
payments 


and his earnings, and I f - h e Is. granted 
this right It -vlll. appear from the evi- 
dence th it the debt is paid.

We have seen 


that plaintiff will receive as a credit on 
his debt the value of his shares when 
sold; and as these shares represent his 
interest in the association he will thus 
receive all that' he is entitled to, as a 
defaulter, upon any principal of equity.' 


"In M.-mrhlp v. New South B. & L. 


A. supra, the court discussed the prin- 
ciples applicable to this case at great 
length. 
Among other things, it said: 


•To enter at larga upon the discussion 
of the principles upon which building 
and loan associations are founded would 
serve no useful purpose. 
It is enough 


to say that their contracts with their 
members have given rise to an enor- 
mous imount of litigation within the 
last few years, and some difference of 
opinion by the courts. I think a major- 
ity of the states of the Union recognize 
the validity of such contracts, and there j 
Is no doubt that the weight of author- i 
ity is hi favor of upholding what are I 
known os building and loan contracts.

Liberty to contract Is one 


of the essential elements of freedom, and 
one of the most valuable rights Inci- 
dent to our Institutions, and it is very 
difficult for me to see any reason in law j 
or morals why a party desiring to be- 
come a member of a building and loan 
association may not do so, and if he de- 
sires that a part of his contributions | 
shall be credited upon the amount bor- 
rowed by him, and that a part shall go

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The Na- 


val General Board has completed Its 
elaborate scheme for the defense ot the 
Atlantic, Pacific, Gulf and Great Lakes 
coasts of the United States. Admiral 
Dewey declares the scheme to be "vi- 
tally 
important' to .the country at 


large." 
This purpose Is .to approxi- 


mate an impregnable defense of the 
entire coast line of the United States 
and its foreign possessions. 


Actlnsr Secretary Darling has signed 
the instructions to the commandants 
of 
the thirteen naval districts into 


-which the country has been divided re- 
garding the establishment of a perma- 
nent basis of naval patrol. The duty 
of the patrol will be to secure arid for- 
ward information and to communicate 
with ships at sea. 
The Treasury, War 


and Agricultural department will co- 
operate with the Navy in this work.

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MAMMOTH SYSTEM TO BEAT 


UNIVERSITY ROOMS. 


One Plant Will Be Established 


Which Will Supply All 


College Buildings. 


BERKELEY, May 80.—To heat the en- 


tire system of University buildings with 
a »lngle and mammoth furnace Is the 
project of the authorities, which was 
talked over at a special committee moot- 
ing held In President Wheeler's 
office 


yesterday. If the plans are carried out 
the ayitsm will be one of the largest of 
Us kind on the coast, not so much In 
the number of rooms and halls that it 
will heat, but In the fact that these rooms 
are not confined to one building, but 
are scattered about the campus. 
The 
construction of the system will be no 
small engineering feat. 
The plan, which has been quietly talked 


of for some time, but which only began 
to take definite shape 
at 
yesterday's 
meeting, Is to establish an enormous fur- 
nace, probably In the Engineering Build- 
Ing or adjacent to It, which furnace will 
supply hot water and steam for heating 
the college buildings, laboratories and tho 
gymnasium showers. The pipes convey- 
ing the heated water will be run far 
enough under the ground to prevent them 
from being effected by the atmosphere 
above. This water will be run into radi- 
ators, as In any system of hot water 
heating. 
Although those present at tho meeting 
refused to divulge anything that trans- 
pired there, It is known that this system 
of heating was one of the principal mat- 
ters brought up for discussion, and that 
the report of the qommittee 
was 
to 
recommend to the Regents that ouch a 
system be Installed. Architect Howard, 
who took an Important part in the dis- 
cussion and who, It is understood, grave 
on estimate as to the cost of the plant, 
will have charge of the work, though a 
pompetent engineer will be employed to 
Install the furnace pipes and engines. 
The cost of the plant will amount to 
several thousands of dollars. 
One of the greatest inconveniences' at 
the University has been the unsatisfac- 
tory heating of the recitation and lec- 
ture-rooms, laboratories and halls. Some 
of the buildings have been heated -with 
steam-heaters, in others stoves have been 
used in the different rooms, but in no in- 
stance has an efficient system of heating 
been Introduced. Hitherto tho water for 
the showers 1n the gymnasium has been 
heated by a furnace in the collar of that 
building,' and this same 
furnace 
has 
heated the building as well. It is in r.eed 
of repair now, but nothing will be done 
to It pending the action of the Regents 
on the larger heating apparatus. Should 
the Regents doclde that this mammoth 
furnace Is the best solution to the prob- 
lem of heating tho University buildings.

The sweet- 
scented garden varieties may be cut 
with a lavish disregard of waste till 
their masses make the- rooms vie In 
fragrance with the summer air. ^A 
war of the roses occurred at a last 
year's June wedding

towa, so valiantly did the red and 
white beauties vie for pre-eminence. 
They came from all the neighboring 
gardens, 
mingling 
friendly

with their odors. The gardens also 
yielded a heaping basketful of fresh 
rose petals, with which the young cou- 
ple petted on their departure. These 
thornless roses make a much prettier 
shower than the customary rice, and 
are less disastrous to floors and car- 
pets.

IJelvln, then presiding in this depart- 
ment of the Superior Court, and im- 
mediately went into session and com- 
pleted Its organization by the election 
of E. M. Bray as secretary. 
"Subsequent to 
this meeting 
the 
Grand Jury deeming it expedient, ap- 
pointed E B. Bullock, expert account- 
ant, to assist In the examination o£ the 
books of the county officers, particu- 
larly those officer* having charge of 
trio revenue. We annex hereto the re- 
port of the expert, and make it a part 
of this' report. 
"The affairs of the various depart- 
ments of the county government have 
been thoroughly Investigated, and we 
find the books and accounts of the fol- 
lowing officers, to wit: Sheriff. Super- 
intendent of Schools, Tax 
Collector, 
License Collector, Recorder, 
Auditor 
and Treasurer to be correct and prop- 
erly kept, and all settlements for mon- 
ey and fees°duo the county and State 
to have been maclo In full and at the 
time 'required by Jaw. 
"In the -Law Library a number of 
clerical errors were discovered, due to 
an improper system of book-keeping. 
With the aid of the expert, the official 
In charge made the necessary correc- 
tions, and affairs of this department 
. are now In a satisfactory condition. 


Assessor's Office, 


~ "In the Assessor's offlcs a number of 
' erroftT'and irregularities appear, some 


of which were adjusted at the sugges- 
tion of the expert. The detail of these 
will be found in the expert's report, 
pages 13 and 14. In this office the law- 
has 
not been complied with in the 
making of settlements with the County 
Auditor. 
For 
instance, in 1902 the 
settlement for poll taxes was made on 
October 15th, whereas the 
law pro- 
vides for the settlement to be made on 
the first Monday in July. A similar 
delinquency was 
found in the settle- 


ment of personal property taxes for the 
same year. We can see no reason why 
settlements should not be made by the 
Assessor at the time provided in the 
Statutes, and we hereby advise that 
this officer observe 
the law In these 
matters. 


ASSESSMENT ROLL. 


*'Our attention was 
called to the 
transaction wherein the City of Oak- 
land paid 
to tho 
County 
Assessor 


$2650.00 for coj.ies of the assessment 
rolls pertaining to property within the 
city of Or.Uliuul. This payment is made 
under -Section 
3653 of the 
Political 
Code -directing 
County 
Assessors to 
furnish cities und towns with copies of 
the county .assessment rolls so far a.s 
they perntln to property within said 
cities and towns, r.r.r.l fixing the price 
to be paid by said cities for such cop- 
ies at .05 per folio. The County Gov- 
ernment Act iiirlhiT provides that for 
such work the Assessor shall receive 
only .the netual cost incurred by him 
In making the copies, and shall pay to 
the county the clifrerencu between the 
and the amour.', received from tho 
and that the Assessor shall file a 
n statement showing tho 
names 


of the persons to whom lie has paid 
ey for preparing such copies and 
amounts he has paid them. 
The 
Assessor filed a sworn statement set- 
ting forth that he paid $2650.00 to one 
Henry Miller, nnd that said amount 
was the actual cost incurred by him in 
making copies of assessment rolls for 
the city of Oakland. We find, however. 
_ that the Assessor never paid any mon- 
• 
ey to the oald Miller, but gave, Instead, 


W 
his promissory 
note for the amount. 
[ 
Tne transaction took place in the prl- 


B 
vate office of the 
County Assessor, 
* 
and Midler, niter receiving and retain- 
ing said note for a few minutes, re- 
turned 4t~ to ,the County Assessor. Now 
It soems that the 
work of copying 
these rolls was done by the ex-depu- 
ties of the Assessor, most of 
whom 
made no charge for their services. One 
of them' received S^O.OO. and one other 
claimed one-,thlrd of a month's salary, 
or $33.33 1-3, but up to the present 
time has not received it. 
We learn 
that including 
Millet, 
there 
were 
twelve men employed about ten days 
In making the entire copies, and at 
tfce usual salary paid by the county for 
- similar work, the actual cost of mak- 
ing tha city's rolls would be about 
1400.00. According to these figures, at 
least $2250.00 should have been paid 
the Assessor to the county. But if the 
clerks, . other 
than those 
mentioned 
above, volunteered their services with- 
out charge, practicailv the full amount 
of the J2650.00 should have been paid 
to the county. Tho Grand Jury is not 
satisfied that the law intended the 
County Assessor 
to pay one mart 
i 
12650.00 for ten days' work, when the 
\ same person is paid 533.33 1-3 for the 
\ same length of time on similar work. 
\Now if we allow Miller $33.33 1-3, the 
Nimount he is paid at all other times by 
the county for ten days' work, and add 
to this J53.33 1-3, the amount of the 
claims of the other deputies, the actual 
cost to the -County Assessor for mak- 
- . Ing the city .of 
Oakland's rolls 
was 
' 4S6.66 2-3. We therefore deem It our 
duty to advise that the county com- 
mence an action for the recovery of 
$£650.00 and the actual cost of copying 
th* rolls. Under Section 920 of the 


, PenaKCode, we have directed the Dis- 
trict Attorney to commence a suit to 
recover $2563.33 1-3, which we believe 
£us the county by the. County Assessor. 
••In ^connection with this matter, we 


are informed that in figuring the»folios 
charged to tne city, the printed head- 
ings are included. As the city 
pays 


for making ;he books, which Includes 
the primed lieadings, the city is actu- 
ally pay:ng twice for the same thing. 
We call the. attention of the city offi- 
cials to this matter, and advise that In 
paying the county for copies of the as- 
sessment rolls, the printed matter be 
omitted. 
"A detilled statement of the County 
Clerk's office will be found on pages 
14, IB, in. 17 and 
15' of the 
Expert's 


! report. 
The books and accounts of 


' this ofEire also show a number of ir- 
regularities and errors. 
Certain fees 
ind receipts for marriages licenses for 


' the year 1902 were not 
entered until 


• '.he attention of the County Clerk was 
1 ,-alled u the matter by the 
Expert, 


;nd at his suggestion they were charg- 


' eel up during the month of March, 1903, 
' and paid In the April settlement. Some 
clerical "rrors were discovered In the 
General Cash book for 1902, and these 
were also called to the Clerk's atten- 
tion and corrected during M-arch of 
this yea.-. We also find that money 
has been paid to Jurors without ob- 
taining any receipt therefor, and at the 
suggestion 
of the 
Grand Jury, the 
County cMerk has provided a General 
Receipt book, and hereafter will give 
or obtain receipts for all money re- 
ceived or paid in this office 


COUNTY CLERK. 


! 
"Our attention having been 
called 


! to the matter of a surplus quantity of 
stationery stored in the basement of 


. the Hall of Records, we Instituted an 
' inquiry, and caused an inventory to 


I be made of the stock 
on hand. 
The 


. result Is startling, and shows extrava- 
gance ol a culpable nature. 
Books, 


; blanks and other products of printing 
! establishments have been ordered with 
i a lavish hand, and with no apparent 
! thought as to their necessity or use. 


• The number of blanks alone approxl- 
; mates a million and a half, and have 
; cost tho county some $11,000.00. In ad- 
, ditlon there are Immense quantities of 
! envelopes and other materials, such as 
books, maps and printed matter. For 
the detail of these, we refer to 
the 
Expert's report, pages 16, 17, and 18. 
The -wlide stock totals up over $21,- 
000.00. ]t will be noted in the Expert's 
report that many of the blanks are ob- 
solete, and therefore useless, and oth- 
ers for which there is little if any use, 
have 
been 
purchased in 
quantities 
large en lUgh to last for many years, 
and will probably become obsolete be- 
fore tht y can be used. We hereby 
censure the former County Clerk for 
his extravagance in the purchase of 
printing supplies, and we desire to say 
further, that we regard the conduct of 
the Board of Supervisors as reprehen- 
sible In permitting this extravagance 
to go on unchecked. While It is true 
that the law gives heads of depart- 
ments discretionary powers in the or- 
dering 0'' printing supplies, the Board 
of Supei visors can 
devise means to 


prevent -,'xtravagance and open-hand- 
ed spending of the people's money un- 
necessarily. 
"In our judgment, the schedule con- 


tains far too many blanks; something 
over four hundred different kinds are 
snumera-ed therein. Blanks are furn- 
ished gratis to attorneys and others, 
for every conceivable kind of litigation. 
Attorneys 
should furnish 
their own 
blanks, and the county not provide any 
stationery except that which is abso- 
lutely needed in the transaction of the 
county's own business. 
"We also believe that the prices fixed 
in the schedule are far too high, as we 
are informed that a 
good portion of 
this clas-; of printing Is farmed out to 
brokers and other parties who have no 
connection with any printing estab- 


.' llshment. One case was called to our 
' attention where an order for blanks 
was placed with a broker; he, in turn, 
gave it t.i another party, and this par- 
ty turned it into a printing office, each 
of the three making a profit. We also 
learn that commissions of 20 and 25 
per cent are paid by printing estab- 
lishments to brokers who obtain or- 
ders for blanks and books. We there- 
fore recommend 
that the Board 
of 


Supervisors 
reduce 
the 
number of 
blanks enumerated in the schedule to 
the actual requirements of the various 
county 
offices 
in 
the 
transac- 
tion 
of 
the 
county 
business; 
that 
Hie 
law 
requiring 
county 


officers 
to furnish an inventory of 


supplies to the Board of Supervisors 
on the last Monday In December be 
strictly 
enforced; that the Board of 


Supervisors fix the nrlces to be paid 
lor all printing, by competitive bids, 
and finally, that the Board of Super- 
visors adopt an ordinance or resolu- 
tion req-ilring all county 
officers to 
first obt tin a 
requisition from 
the 
Board o!' Supervisors before purchas- 
ing any supplies of whatsoever nature, 
and that the Board of Supervisors pay 
no bill rnless such requisition Is first 
obtained.. 
"We ore satisfied that the 
present 
County rierk is now using all the old 
blanks, by striking out the name of his 
predecessor, and 
inserting his own 
name with a rubber stamp, and we 
further liave his assurance that he will 
continue to use them. 


OTHER MATTERS. 


"We have visited the County Hos- 


pital, JaUs and county buildings, and 
with 
reference 
to the 
accounts of 
these institutions 
we have 
nothing 


further 10 add to the Expert's report. 
The management of these departments 
is satisfactory, except that we recom- 
mend nvire dllligence on the janitors' 
part in the care of the Court house and 
Hall of Records. 
"It is -^ ery apparent that some of the 


offices require more room, particularly 
the Dls-rict Attorney, Assessor and 
Superintendent of Schools. 


"We would suggest an annex be 
erected on the north side of the Hail of 
Records' building, to correspond with 
the one erected on the south side some 
time ago, which, in our judgment, will 
accommodate the increasing growth of 
the county's business for several years 
to come. 


COMMISSIONS. 


"The Kxpert has called our atten- 


tion to the dispute existing between 
the Auditor and Treasurer as to who 
should ri-ceive the 5 per cent commis- 
sion on Inheritence taxes. 
The law 
governing this matter does not appear 
to be very clear, and while a suit is 
now pending before 
the 
Supreme 
Court of this State, in the case of the 
City and 
County of San 
Francisco, 
relative ,o this matter, a judgment by 
that tribunal will not settle the matter 
in this < aunty, as 
we are 
operating 
under tho County Government Act. We 
therefore recommend that the District 
Attorney cause a suit to be instituted 
at once, in order that the question as 
to the disposal of the commissions on 


Inheritance taxes be properly adjudi- 
cated. 


Tax Collector's 


Office,, 


"It has been called to the attention 


of the Grand Jury that double pay- 
ments of taxes have been made to the 
Tax Collector, on the same piece of 
property, one payment being turned 
over as taxes collected, and the other 
retained by the Tax Collector. 


"The Grand Jury examined into this 
matter, and Mr. Barber was called up- 
on for ar. explanation, it appears that 
in some ir^stances two parties will pay 
the same taxes. This frequently hap- 
pens near the end of the time during 
which taxes are collected before be- 
coming delinquent. In some cases it 
occurs where the two parties pay the 
same tax, one being in ignorance of 
the fact that it has been paid by the 
other. Tho money is paid at the Cash- 
ier's -window, and the stub of the tax 
receipt deposited in the stub box. After 
the day's business, the stubs are sort- 
ed and on the following day the entries 
of payments are made from the stubs, 
upon the tax roll, showing that those 
taxes haw been paid. When the entry 
is made, it will appear that there are 
two stubs for the same tax. The Tax 
Collector makes his settlement with 
the County Treasurer, according to the 
assessment roils, showing the amount 
of taxes due and collected, and pays to 
the 
Cour.ty Treasurer 
the 
actual 


amount of money collected for taxes 
according to the assessment roll. The 
duplicate payments will then remain 
In the hands of the Tax Collector. The 
property owner is notified by the Tax 
Collector that the tax on that property 
has been paid twice, and that if he will 
return ono of the receipts the money 
will be refunded. In some cases no at- 
tention will be paid to the notice, but 
ordinarily the double payment of taxes 
is discovered by the parties paying it, 
and one of the receipts returned by the 
party holding it, to the Tax Collector, 
and the money refunded to such party. 
The double amount of taxes in 
the 
hands of the Tax Collector at the pres- 
ent time IH 
, $800 of which has 
been collected 
upon duplicate pay- 
ments during the collection of the last 
taxes, $60D of It having accumulated 
during the Incumbency of the office by 
Mr. Barber for the past two terms, a 
period of eight years, making about 
$60 each year that has not been called 
for. 


"The Tax Collector was advised by 
attorneys to whom he referred 
the 
matter some time ago, that there -was 
no provision of the law which required 
or justified him in turning the money 
over to thf County Treasurer, or which 
required the County Treasurer to re- 
ceives the money, and that 
the Tax 


Collector himself was liable to the In- 
dividuals paying the money, for the re- 
turn of it on demand. 


"The Tux Collector states that he 


would prefer to turn the money over 
to any onu who would be shown to be 
the legal custodian of the same, if any 
one is, other than himself, so that he 
might be relieved of the responsibility 
of this fund. The only question involv- 
ed is, whether the Tax Collector should 
retain the custody of the money paid 
twice In the cases above set forth, or 
should it be turned over to the Treas- 
urer. If the money is turned over to 
the Treasurer by the Tax Collector, the 
party who paid it twice by mistake 
may receive the same by presenting 
a claim to the Board of Supervisors, 
having it allowed, and then receiving 
it from the Treasurer, upon the allow- 
ance of the 
Board of 
Supervisors. 


There 
is no question but what the 
money belongs to the party who paid 
it thus by mistake, and that he is en- 
titled to have it refunded. It is there- 
fore a question of which is the prefer- 
able method to pursue, whether the 
party should be required to pursue the 
round-about way which he would have 
to pursue in case the money was turn- 
ed over to the Treasurer, that is of 
presenting his claim to the Board of 
Supervisors, or whether he should re- 
ceive it directly from the Tax Collec- 
tor, as has been the practice in the 
past. It has been the custom of the 
Assessor where double collections have 
been made upon personal property tax 
by mistake, to return to the claimant 
one of the payments, and to turn in the 
amount o:' the tax only. It has also 
been the Custom of the City Tax Col- 
lector during the term of Mr. Gilpin, to 
do likewise. 


"We have considered the fact that 
the financial responsibility of the Tax 
Collector and the Treasurer are equal, 
the Tax Collector being entrusted with 
the collection of the great proportion 
of the money which the Treasurer re- 
ceives; there is no preference between 
either of these officials as to which one 
should be the custodian of the fund. 


"The Tax 
Collector 
presented hi* 


books of account In which he keeps a 
list of the- property upon which these 
double payments have been made, and 
he keeps on deposit In his safe in the 
Tax Collector's office the money which 
has been-thus paid. We have found no 
reason for disturbing the practice of 
the Tax Collector retaining this money 
and paying it out on demand, as he has 
done, it unquestionably being the most 
convenient method to pursue. 
"So far the Tax Collector has noti- 
fied only the owners of the property, 
as in a great many instances it is im- 
possible to tell what particular indi- 
vidual has; made the second payment. 
The stub referring to the party in 
whose name the property is thus as- 
sessed is the only guide. 
"No notice has been given by publi- 
cation, of the amounts remaining 
in 
the Tax Collector's hands. We would 
suggest that the Tax Collector report 
the names which have not been called 
for, 
to the- Board of Supervisors, with 


full particulars, and that a list of the 
same be published, so that those de- 
siroua of reclaiming this money may 
do so. 
"The former Tax 
Collector of the 
city of Oakland is a, member of the 
present Grand Jury, 
and 
explained 
that in his experience as Tax Collector 
frequently double payments of taxes 
would be made upon the same piece of 
property, particularly at the time im- 
mediately preceding the delinquency of 
taxes. It was the custom of his office 
to retain one of the payments, and to 
turn into the City Treasurer only the 
actual amount of taxes in which the 
taxes had been paid. When it was not 
called for. they 
notified the parties 
paying the same, and when that did 
not succeed, they inserted in the lax. 
bill of the next year which was made 
out for the property upon which the 
double payment had been made, a no- 
tice that there was a correction to be 
made witli reference to that property. 
It -was the custom In the City Tax Col- 


lector's office to enter upon the i tub 
in the tax bill book the name of the 
party who applied for and received the 
tax bill. This assisted material!; In 
tracing the parties by whom 
the 
double payments were made. We ec- 
ommend this course to the Tax Col- 
lector. 


"The Grand Jury considered seven 
complaints of alleged offenses. 
Such 


as they 
adjudged worthy of act ton, 
have been reported to the Court du Ing 
their session. Those not reported T ere 
dismissed. 
"There being no further reason for 
this Grand Jury's remaining in session, 
they now respectfully ask the C»urt 
that the present Grand Jury be lis- 
charged.

to snip or ehave oft a bit of his nose or to 
devour a silver of his forehead on your 
bread may seem a bit amusing, or Lt may. 
and probably does, appear a bit ridiculous 
to the diner, but the philosophy with 
which, the host explained his Interesting 
experiment .was: "Why not combine the 
artistic with the domestic and culinary 
art? Why should not the eye as well as 
the palate be appealed to! The'pleasantcr 
c. portion of a meal Is to look at tbe better

Johnston worked seven years over hi* Blbl*1 


manuscript, and not long ago put th* Bilctt- 
Ing touches upon the nnlqne book. 


One striking thing about th* product toA ' 


is that the letter-text does not vaiy 
Genesis to Revelation. Th* work I* do 
on post quarter paper, and took* Ilk* til* ' 
production of some mediaeval ecclesiastic. 
The artistic arrangement, the spacing and 
tho alignment of the text are doe, In a lat(* k 
measure, to the fact that Mr. Johnsto* tri 
practical printer.

Prevh 
to tho writing of the Bible by hand 
amused himself by writing and lllustratll 
the works of tbe famous Scotch poet*.
